U, S, TO INSIST THAT 


GERMANY WITHDRAW 


UNLIMITED SUB WAR 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—If German Chancellor Von Beth- 


»mann-Hollweg should present new peace terms in his speech, 
f scheduled for today, they will not "trick" the United States gov- 


ernment into change of its present policy. 


In fact the state department let it be known this afternoon that 


it stands on it* previous assertion that Germany must without 
(jualiflcation withdraw her unlimited submarine warfare decrees 
before there can be any dealings between the two countries. 


In many quarters here today there was the belief that Hollweg 


may present some kind of proposals influenced by Count Von Bern- 
slorff, and intended therefore to head off the American spirit in the 
American congress. 


The administration, according to the department's suggestions, 


however, will not permit any false proposals. The department will 
obtain information as to the speech at the earliest possible moment 
U it does not come through the usual SayyiUe channels, the depart- 
ment will get it from authorities in countries adjacent to Germany, 
it was stated.

President Wilson is holding up 
judgment on some vital details of 
his "war message" to congress, 
pending developments of the next 
few days. The German Imperial 
Chancellor Von Bethmann-Holl-

While Miss Rankin is pushing 


her woman suffrage resolution in 
the house. Senator Jones, Wash- 
ington, will start the battle for 
ballots in the senate.

lish approval" as the big lever to 
get what they want. 


"Enfranchisement of women is

THE UNO OF THE SUN 


It is England's proud claim that the sun never sets on her flag. 


America can make equal boast with her. American possessions now 
reach around half the world, yes, a trifle more. Beginning at St. 
Croix, one of the islands just purchased from Denmark and her 


iost eastern possession the lands of the big republic stretch away, 
,,-ith varying interventions of. gulfs, seas and oceans, to Balabae, 
also by a" seeming paradox, our most eastern land. Balabae is the 
farthest away of Phillipine islands, a trifle over 180 degrees west 
of St. Croix.'as the sun travels. Geographers have the sun rising 
irst on Balabae and Betting at the end of the day, a fraction over 24 
hours later. We have said these two extremes lying east is a seem- 
ing paradox, 'but not so in fact. The earth is round. For the purpose 
of computation it is divided into SCO degres of latitude.

Just as 
we see its refulgent rays blazoning over the West Side hills it will 
be coming out of the Pacific ocean and shining on Balabae and from 
island to island find Old Glory waving it farewell and welcome. 
And who can say that on tomorrow the brat of drum and shrill of 
fife, with tlie tread of millions of feet, mny not precede and follow 
it!
